committee for this graceful memento (a 
commemoration medal) which you hive 
presented Yo me. Tt seems tocredible that 
anyone who was ramaved from school at 
the carly age of 14 and appointed ad an 
extra clerk in the Kase India Company 
should stand oul aa one of he most 
tnarvellous men the British Empire has 

roduoed, I must be remembered that 
in those dass a ian had great advantages 
ff he belonged to a family of social im- 
portance; Sir Stamford although of 
good origin had not that advantage: his 
success was eptirely due to his own per- 
sonal exertions and the exceptional gifts 
with which he was endowed, His work 
was not appreciated at the time; he had 
many enemies éven in high places ; he bad 
much to contend with, and it was mosb 
joruunaty for tho Empire that he founded 

ingnpore, this. child ef his, without ob. 
taining the views of his supériors. A 
week after the foanding; of, Singapore, 
Tnffles wrote that he ‘had ,« abl ed a 
suation here; it was an 1 dnp tt td fact 
and the authorities were liged to 
nequicKte ipadding Sinkxpor to the: 
Empire. His child bas grown as he pro-~ 
phesied, a free port, the emporium and 

ride of the Bast, and may. bbe words 
he used when he left the Colony on Tine 
gard, 1823, never be forgotten.

“That Bingapore will lon and 
always remain o free port and that no 
taxes on trade and industry. will be 
established to check its rise and~ 
prosperity J’ oan have no doubt.” 

Tn 1862 Bir’ Stamford stated that the 
total tonmago arrived in 24 years since 
the founding of Singapore was 161,000 
tons and the estimated imports and ext- 
‘ports 42,000,000. The tonnage that now 
enters this port yearly is over six wil.” 
lion tons and the value of imports and° 
exports in 1917 wag 119 milliona sterling. 
These ‘fgures show how Bir Stamford’s 
child has grown, and they emphasise 
the extraordinary foresight of ‘thie truly 
great man. The older the world! becomes 
the greater will be the place assigned im 
history to Sir Stamford Rafiles. Appre- 
ciating the honour which has devoly. 
on me, I now unveil this tablet to his 


memory.

In setting forth his view of the inter- 
view above mentioned, Mr. Alves is prac- 
tically setting forth the same view which 
he expressed to the Directora at the Board 
meeting whereat he (Mr. Alves) was pro- 
ecat, and in respect of which Board 
meoting he, to my mind, committed a 
breach of confidenoe as complained of 
dy me in tho course of my specch at the 
Shareholders’ meoting on the 16th inst. 

At the Directors’ mecting in question,

THR LWAGUE OF NATIONS. 


Tas embodiment in the Covenant of the 
League of Nations of the fundamental 
principle that war can no longor be re- 
garded as the private concern of the 
parties to a dispute is the greatest step 
which has yet been taken towarde the 
maintenance of the world’s peace. There 
may be equabbles and dissension, injury 
and injustice, for we are not of those 
'who believe that the millenium—or even 
a paradise of peace and plenty—can be 
brought jabout by, leagues and confer- 
ences. For such @ consummation wo are 
inclined to the opinion that a reconstruc. 
tion of on immensely more difficult and 
legs high-sounding character is required. 
LJust as it has beon proved impossible to 
keop a man eobor by Act of Parliament 
so, until a change of humon neturo 
comes, will it be impossible for in- 
dividuals or nations completely to sink 
self-interest and ronounce sclf-aggrand- 
inoment for tho benefit of tho people au’ 
a whole, But “tho will to powor,” in 
which tho Germans placed thoir trust, 
ia now jloniod ns b-cardinal virtuo. In 
the pale '' the survival of tho fittest” 
othot , Rénsiderations than those of 
physical forop are to bo given .a place.

It is no cause for wonder, therefore, that 
the President of the United States 
should regard the formation of the 
League of Nations ag ‘a turning point 
in the world’s history.” Everything 
appears to have been placed on a good 
working basis to commence with. Those 
signing the Covenant form the League. 
Their action wit) be taken through the 
medium of a body of Delegates compris- 
ing not more than three representatives 
from each nation in the League. Each 
nation, however, will have one vole only. 
The representatives of the United States 
of America, the British Empire, France, 
Italy and Japan, jogether with the re- 
presentatives of four uther countries in 
the League, to be chosen by the Body of 
Delegates, will form an  Exceutive 
Council’ by which, it is presumed, the 
bulk of the necessary work will be done. 
There will be a permanent Sceretariat 
under the direction and contro] of a 
BSecretary-General, who will be chosen by 
the Executive Council. The cstablish- 
ment of the Secretariat will constitule 
the headquarters of the League, and the 
expense will be borne by all members in 
accordance with the apportionment of the 
expenses of the International Bureau of 
the Universal Postal Union 
for the The

represented in the Body of Delegates 
agree, but membership will be limited to 
fully self-governing Countries, including 
the Dominions and Colonies, and no Sute 
will be admitted unlese it ia able to give 
effective guarantees of its sincere inten- 
tion ta observe its international obliga- 
tiong and cunforms to the principles laid 
down concerning naval and = military 
forces and armaments. Naturally, tho 
safety of the whole structure depends 
upon the policy to be mutually agreed 
upon respecting armed forcea. The 
Powerg signing the Covenant admit that 
the maintenance of peave will require the 
reduction of national armaments “' to the 
lowest point consistent with national 
anfety and the enforcement by common 
action of international obligations.” 
The Executive Council will formulate 
plans for effecting such reduction, and, 
although no details have yet been vouch- 
dafed, it is jalmost inconceivable that 
Matterg should have been carried to their 
prosent stage without some idea having 
been generally adopted upon which the 
Council may hope to work with a chanco 
of success. All the members of tho 
League undertake that they will not in 
any way conceal from cach other the con- 
dition of their industries which are 
eapable of being adapted for war pur- 
poses, and there is to be full and frank 
interchange of information ag to military 
and naval programmes, The members of 
the League will, of course, act conjointly 
in guarding their territories and pdliti- 
cal independence from external aggres- 
sion, and, moreover, war or any threat 
of war, whether immediately affecting 
their interests or not, will be regarded 
az a matter in which they may legitimate- 
ly take action. In case of disputes 
between tho H.gh Contracting Parties 
which cannot be adjusted by the ordinary 
diplomatic methods, it is agreed that 
the issues involved shal] be submitted to 
arbitration or to enquiry by the Exeou- 
tive Council. The decision must be made 
known within gix months, and the League 
will not resort to war until threo months 
after that, and then only if the decision 
is not accepted. Should one of the High 
Contracting Parties disregard the League 
‘covenants it will tyso facto be declared to 
have ‘committed on act of war againet 
all other memborg of tho League, who 
will immediately ‘cut it off from all 
trade, financial and personal relations 
with nationals of other States, whether 
members of the League or not, and, 
genorally, oct in concert against the 
thansgressor. If g dispute arises betwoon 
a mombor ond o non-membor of tho 
| Langue, the non-member ‘will be invited 
to nccopt the obligations of membership, 
with, perhaps, certain modifientiong to 
/meot special noods; and the machinery of 
itho League will thon bo put in motion 
to settlo-the-diffcronocs, If a non-mombor 
yofuees to join the .Leaguo upon such 
invitation bo will plas himeolf in 
position onalogous to thnt of o Btate 
which is -alroady ao member and hos 
broken tho covenant.

OUR HEROES’ GRAVES 


The publication of the report of Sir 
Frederic Kenyon, Director of the British 
Mueeum, on the architectural treatment 
and laying out of the cemeteries where 
men of the British race, fighting for a 
common catise, lie in pence, revoals the 
progress which has been made in dealing 
with a matter in which almost every 
home in the British Empiro is concerned. 
Bir. Frederic Kenyon was appointed 6 
year ago as adviser to the Imperial War 
Graves Commission, and his recommenda. 
tions have been framed after consultation 
with all those most intimately concerned 
with this matter of perpetuating tho 
momory of the herocs who fell in the 
Great War, and thus laid the foundations 
of a new and better order of life for the 
world, 

The recommendations contained in the 
report have been generally adopted by 
the Commission, which is an Imperial 


body, acting under the ‘authority of the 
Imperial War Conference. The subject. 
was carefully considered by the repre- 
sentatives of the Empire Jast year, and 
again this year; and the constitution and 
functions of the Commission were in 
after caregul consideration. The War 
Graves Cofnmission will, in due course, 
receive its Royal Charter, based upon the 
views unanimously expressed by the ac- 
credited representatives of the United 
Kingdom, the self-governing Dominions, 
the other Colonies, and India. The Com. 
mmission is thus constituted on an Im- 
perial basis, Iw president is the Prince 
of Wales 

Bir Frederic Kenyon was chosen by the 
War Graves Commission to consider tho 
main problems which the care oftall the 
war graves preseiit, and, im° the. light et 
the patient efforts which he has evidently 
made to view the matter jn a large spirit, 
it may be hopedthat bis'recommendation 
ilroad accepted by the Commission, wil 
mect with the concurrence of public 
opinion, throughout the Empire. It is

NAVY: ' 

’. LENGTH ON THE -WATERLINE 
840 FEET. 


The British Government has just re- 
leaded picturcs of what have been popular- 
ly known as " hueh”’ ships. It is stated 
that ‘five of these ships have been com- 
plofotl The idea underlying ibcir design 
wa 4o provide a vessel of such size and 
speed that it would be capable of over- 
taking any vessels of any kind whatao- 
ever, even the fastest destroyers with 
speeds of 35 to 36 knote, and sinking 
them, i" 

THE DESTROYER DESIGN. 
In their proportions of length to beam 
and: draft, they are practically vastly 
enlarged destroyers, the ratio of beam 
to length being about that of the destroy. 
e7s, or, say, une to ten or one to cleven ; 
also, their draft ig very much less than 
that of a battlecruiser or battleship. 
Moreovor, like the destroyers, their en- 
trance, run, and after body are exceed- 
ingly fine, They have the same charac- 
teristic lofty bow, with reduced freeboard 


throughout the after part of the ship. 
Like the destroyers, they are devoid of 
armour, ‘They are driven by geared 
turbine engine, and although, for their 
longth, the displacement ia tur less thin 
that of a battie-cruiser, the horse-power 
must be approximately the same, if not 
greater, for wo are reliably infurmed 
that they are capable of making and 
maintaining #& sea specd of 40 knols, 
That they oan maky thig speed and 
sustain it is suggested by the fact tbat 
when, following our entrance into the 
War| and French and British missions 
were unmedintely despatched to the 
United States for consultation with our
